GEN, LEAR ASKED 
10 MARE REPORT 
ON ‘DISCIPLINING’ 


Army Wants Full Details 
on Punishment of 
Troops Who Yoo-Hooed 
at Girl Golfers. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
The War Department has directed 
Lieut. Gen. Ben Lear to make a 
full factual report on his order dis- 
ciplining a battalion of troops of 
the Thirty-fifth Division which 
yoo-hooed at zirl golfers in shorts 
at Memphis, Tenn. The troops 
were on their way to Camp Rob- 
inson, Ark., from maneuvers in 
Tennessee, 

Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richardson 
Jr. told reporters that the Second 
Army commander had been called 
on for a “statement of fact of his 
side of the case,” in accord with 


a policy not to prejudge a case. 
Gen. Richardson said Gen. Lear’s 


explanation would be made public. 
He said the incident did not call 
fora formal court of inquiry. 

The War Department action fol- 
lowed a new attack in the House 
today on the General. Represen- 
tative Norrell (Dem.), Arkansas, 
said he had just been advised that 
Gen, Lear “still is on the golf 
course.” He suggested a House 
investigation of the officer’s dis- 
ciplining of the 350 soldiers. 

“He is not the kind of General 
we need, standing on the brink of 
war,” Norrell said. “He appar- 
ently is engaged all the time in 
playing golf. 

“Congress ought to call for an 
investigation.” 

Representative Faddis (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, replied that it was 
not a matter for the House, saying 
that it was not up to Congressmen 


pline. 

The General disciplined the sol- 
diers first by ordering them to re- 
turn immediately to Memphis from 
Camp Robinson and then to march 
part of the way back again. The 
soldiers were returning from Ten- 
nessee maneuvers when the shorts 
incident occurred. 

Criticism in House, 

The criticigm of the General in 
the House today followed that of 
Representative Kilday (Dem.), 
Texas, who had wired Gen. Lear 
he contemplated offering a resolu- 
tion to investigate the “severe 
punishment.” Representative Dirk- 
sen (Rep.), Illinois, also assailed 
“grouchy, golfing, old generals” 
yesterday in the House. 

‘Gen, Lear replying to Kilday’'s 
message said that so long as he 
remains Second Army commander 
“soldierly standards of conduct will 
be demanded of all individuals in 
uniform.” 

Declaring that his action was 
“neither unjust nor severe,” he 
continued: 

“I am responsible for the train- 
ing of all elements of this (Second) 
army and for raising all elements 
to the highegt attainable standards 
of conduct and combat efficiency. 
Nothing less will secure this coun- 
try’s successful defense against 
throughly disciplined, trained and 
efficiently led hostile forces in case 
we are attacked, ... 

“Loose conduct and rowdyism 
cannot be tolerated. ...I am re- 
sponsible also that members of the 
Second Army treat the civilian 
population with respect and con- 
sideration.” :

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PRESIDENT SEEKS NEW FUND - 
OF $4,700,000,000 FOR ARMY 


ara to Congress Lists 


Eleven Items, Including 
$3,486,000,000 for Ord- 
nance—Part of Addi- 
tional 15 Billion Program 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asked Con- 
gress today for an. appropriation 
of $4,770,065,588 for the War De- 
partment “for the further 
strengthening of the national de- 
fense.” 

The request was made in a let- 
ter to Speaker Rayburn. 

It contained 11 individual items, 
the largest being $3,486,034,036 for 
army ordnance. 

A letter from Budget Director 
Harold D. Smith which the Pres- 
ident transmitted said the money 
was needed to provide “for con- 
tingencies which have arisen since 
the transmission of the budget for 
the fiscal year . 1942.” 

The total sought was made up 
of the following items: Regular 
supplies, $7,274,710; clothing and 
equipment, $443,123,275; transpor- 
tation, $103,033,577; horses, draft 
and pack animals, $1,054,810; con- 
struction of buildings and utilities 
at military posts, $84,000,000; sig- 
nal service, $349,290,825; air corps, 
$204,007,800; medical department, 
$3,852,437; army engineer service, 
$61,118,970; ordnance and supplies, 
$3,486,034,036; chemical warfare 
service, $27,275,168. 

Authoritative sources, predicting 
this step, had said it was part of a 
$15,000,000,000 program for defense 
and lease-lend operations. 

Most of Fund Delayed. 

The sources indicated that the 
rest of the $15,000,000,000 requests 
now planned by the President 
would be delayed for a short time. 
These include about $7,000,000,000 
for lease-lend, a large amount for 
shipbuilding by the Maritime Com- 
mission, and several hundred mil- 
lion for the navy. 

The other requests, it is under- 
stood will be primarily for con- 
tract authorizations rather than 
cash appropriations, especially the 
lease-lend fund. 

The original $7,000,000,000 lease- 


lend appropriation is largely com- |. 


mitted, but the.actual cash is not 
scheduled for disbursement until 
the end of this fiscal year. The 
new authorization will be sought, 
officials said, in order to make 
plans for the time when the first 
lease-lend appropriation actually is 
used up. 
Tax Problem Up Again. 

Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said today he would have to 
reconsider new tax needs of the 
Government in the light of the 
reported 15 billion dollars of new 
deefnse and lease-lend authoriza- 
tions. 

Morgenthau told a press confer- 
ence he knew no details of the re- 
quest, “but certainly the figures 
are colossal enough to deserve 
study. Until then, we cannot say 
whether new taxes will be neces- 
sary.” 

Recently Morgenthau said he 
had no further tax requests in 
mind beyond the $3,500,000,000 tax 
bill now being shaped up by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. Together with existing taxes, 
the new bill is expected to boost 
Federal revenues this fiscal year 
to possibly more than $12,000,000,-

A fund said to total $14,000 was 
collected from distributers and op- 
erators of “juke boxes”—coin-oper-

today. 

The bills would have made it 
unlawful for proprietors of taverns 
and saloons to have any mechan- 
ical musical instrument on their 
“premises. 

Charles M. Hay, attorney for the 
St. Louis Teachers’ Pension Com- 
mittee, told the Elliott legislative 
investigating committee in Jeffer- 
son City yesterday that he under- 
stood $12,000 was raised to insure 
the killing of the bills, and that 
$6000 or $12,000 was paid. He 
gave no further details. 

Raising and Contacts. 

A number of St. Louis 
“juke-box” distributors told 
Post-Dispatch that such a fund 
been raised, but most of them said 
they were unable to recall who 
had collected it, how it was to be 
used, or whether they had con- 
tributed to it. 

However, William Betz, pres- 
ident of the W. B. Novelty Co., 
Inc., 1903 Washington avenue, said 
that his salesmanager, Martin 
Balensiefer, “handled the raising 
of the fund, the contacts with 
legislators, and all the rest of it.”

Asked if his company, one of 
the city’s larger phonograph dis- 
tributers, had contributed $450 to 
the fund, Betz replied, “I won't 
say we did, but I certainly won't 
deny it.”

Godfrey, who also is attorney 
for the Missouri Novelty Owners’ 
Association, an organization of 
pinball machine -distributers, was 
out of the city. 

Everett H. Fisher, secretary of 
the Associated Phonograph Own- 
ers, said Godfrey was the regular 
attorney for the association, em- 
ployed on an annual retainer, and 
represented the group in opposing 
the bills at hearings of the House 
Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence, before which they were 
pending. 

Both Fisher and John LeBan, 
president of the association, said 
the organization had nothing to 
do with raising any fund. Fisher 
said he believed the association 
had defeated’ the bills on their 
merits by sending delegations to 
appear before the committee.

Fred Lemkuhl, head of the W.

BILL TO CUT DRAFT 
AGE TO 25 BEATEN

Today’s balloting followed a 
four-hour discussion yesterday 
ranging from demands for drastic 


curbs on defense industry strikes 
to pleas that nothing be done 
which might impair labor’s full co- 
operation in the defense effort. 

In the first vote, the House 
killed an*’amendment which would 
have permitted “selectees who 
have attained the age of 28 to ap- 
ply for and receive their dis- 
charge. The amendment was of- 
fered, its sponsors explained, in or- 
der to give to this group of service 
men the same consideration that is 
expected to be granted to others 
of this age through the deferment 
of all those 28 years old or older. 

Would Affect 140,000. 

It was estimated that 140,000 
men now in the drafted forces 
would have been affected. The 
War Department, asking that it bé 
allowed to use its discretion as to 
the older men now in the service, 
opposed the amendment. A con- 
siderable number of these men, the 
Department said in a letter to the 
Military Affairs Committee, will 
have received sufficient training 
and will be discharged after less 
than a year’s service. The House 
voted against the amendment by 
114 to 103. 

‘ By a voice vote the House then 
rejected an amendment designed 
to lower the top draft age to 25. 
Chairman May of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee contended that to 
defer men of the 25 to 28 age group 
would wreck the whole-selective 
service program. 

Attack by Baldwin. 

Among those who denounced the 
labor provisions of the May bill, 
which would have empowered the 
President in certain circumstances 
to take over defense plants, 
was Representative Baldwin 
(Rep.). He succeeded the late 
Kennet Simpson from the Seven- 
teenth, the so-called “Silk Stock- 
ing” district of New York. Bald-

Serious Defeat Reported

MOSCOW, July 10 (AP).—The 
Red army, counterattacking in the 
direction of Lepel on the flank of 
the German Baltic salient, report- 
ed today it had wiped out a full 
division of Adolf Hitler’s motor- 
ized troops (perhaps 15,000 men) 
and just south of Lepel smashed 
heavily at a second division. 

The blow at the second division, 
though seemingly not so success- 
ful as that against the first, was 
called a serious defeat for the 
Nazis. It took place near Borisov 
on the Berezina River. 

The eastward drive of the Ger- 
mans along the rest of the battle- 
front was reported to have been 
stopped.

BERLIN EXPECTS 
MORE AMERICAN 
AGGRESSIONS 


German Spokesman Says 
Arm of. United States 
‘Reaches Ever Further 
Toward Europe.’ 


BERLIN, July 10 (AP). — The 
United States’ occupation of Ice- 
land: was viewed in authorized 
Berlin quarters today as evidence 
of far-reaching British-American 
military co-operation in a war zone. 

The impression here was. said 
to be that the British do not in- 
tend to withdraw their forces from 
Iceland and that American and 
British soldiers there will stand 
together against Germany. 

“The American arm reaches out 
ever farther toward Europe,” a 
spokesman said, and it was indi- 
cated that other American “aggres- 
sions in the Eastern Hemisphere” 
would not cause surprise. 

The spokesman raid reports had 
appeared in the British press that 
Germany had sent energetic notes 
to France, Spain and Portugal 
urging them to stiffen resistance 
against “American invasion,” but 
these he flatly denied. 

“There have been no such notes 
and they are not necessary,” he 
said, 


Fascist Editor Says U. 8. Troops 
Are Legitimate Target. 
ROMB, July 10 (AP). — The 
Fascist editor Virginio Gayda ob- 
served today that American and 
British troops in Iceland were “the 
targets for eventual legitimate at- 
tack by Germany.” 
Writing in Il Giornale d'Italia he 
added: 
“Every day American bellicosity 
has identified itself without equivo- 
cation as a deliberate provoker of 
some incident, or rather of a war 
between Hurope and the United 
States.” 

Gayda and other commentators 
attacked Wendell L. Willkie for his 
statement favoring the establish- 
ment of United States military 
bases in Northern Ireland and 
Scotland. This was called a step 
in “the race to inherit the British 
Empire.”

NAZIS SAY DRNE 
ON RUSSANS GOES 
ON RELENTLESSL 


High Command Again 
Short on Details—Ger- 
mans Assert Silence May 


Last Several Days More. 


BERLIN, July 10 (AP).—The 
German high command, brief for 
the third straight day in its report 
on the war in Russia, said today 
that “operations in the east are 
progressing relentlessly” and re- 


peated unofficial claims made yes- 
terday of capture of the Russian 
fortified town of Salla, on the Fin- 
nish frontier. 

The communique said a Rus- 
sian division was “crushed” before 
Salla fell Tuesday, after several 
days of fighting in which the Ger- 
mans were assisted by encircling 
movements of Finnish forces. 

This was the only detail on the 
Eastern front given by the commu- 
nique. 

Nazis Scoff at Vichy Reports. 

The high command’s apparent 
calm was unperturbed and spokes- 
men were not provoked to discus- 
sion by various reports, credited 
to military circles in Vichy, of 
German reverses in Russia. All 
that was said of military develop- 
ments was that German military 
leaders regard this as an excellent 
time for silence, which, it was as- 
serted, may last several days more. 

“Similar stories were circulated 
by enemy propagandists in previ- 
ous campaigns, notably in Poland, 
France and Greece,” an authorized 
spokesman said, adding that pecu- 
liarities of tactics in a new kind of 
war make it especially important 
for Germany to keep silent at this 
stage. 

Newspaper commentators chal- 
lenged reports of high German loss- 
es by arguing that an army which 
is retreating has no way of know- 
ing what is going on behind its 
foe’s lines. 

Three Thrusts in North. 

Other German reports previously 
had pictured two spearheads being 
driven against the Russians by the 
German army of the Baltic — one 
toward Tallinn, capital of Estonia, 
and the other toward Leningrad, 
at the head of the Gulf of Finland. 

The Salla thrust from Finland 
farther north, appeared to be di-

The Russians apparently were 
hitting hardest on the vital 50- 
mile Berezina River central front 
from Lepel to Borisov, guarding 
the road from Minsk to Moscow. 

“During battles in the Lepel di- 
rection our troops destroyed a Ger- 
man motorized division, up to 40 
guns, and a large quantity of trans- 
port and specialized machines,” a 
communique reported. 

“In the Borisov direction our 
troops inflicted a serious defeat 
on an enemy division,” it said. 

Furious battles were reported 
raging to the north and south of 
the Berezina front, with the Rus- 
sians nowhere acknowledging 
withdrawals before new Nazi on- 
slaughts. Moscow asserted its 
troops were fighting stubbornly 
and maintaining their positions 
and were costing the Reichswehr 
heavily in men and material. 


Fighting in Ostrov Area. 

Of the Baltic flank where the 
Germans are driving toward Len- 
ingrad, the communique said: “In 
the Ostrov direction our troops 
have beaten off all enemy attacks 
with heavy losses for the enemy.” 

(German reports have claimed 
the capture of Ostrov.) 

A hundred miles south of Os 
trov, the Red Army was reported 
counterattacking in the Polotsk 
sector. 

Near Bobruisk, where earlier 
communiques said the Germans 
were attempting unsuccessfully to 
fight their way across the forti- 
fied Dnepr, the Red Army still is 
holding firm, the latest report de- 
clared.

LONDON, July 10 (AP). — A 
member of Parliament released 
from the army to organize a par- 
liamentary fight for greater arms 
production declared today that

denied weapons with which to de- 


fend themselves.” 


The member, James Henderson 
Stewart, a Liberal National from 
Scotland, referred to a statement 
yesterday by a lieutenant of the 
fleet air arm who escaped from 
Crete in a battered plane and ap- 
peared in uniform before parlia- 
ment to tell of the defense lack in 
Crete. | 

“I am giving away no military 
secrets when I say that the ac- 
count given in debate yesterday 
by Lieut. 3rabner of the shortage 
of guns and tanks is abundantly 
true,” Stewart said. 

Yesterday's speech was the first 
in Parliament for Lieut. Rupert 
Arnold Brabner, a conservative, 
elected a year ago. 

“Cried for Weapons.” 

Every morning during the eight 
months of army service from which 
he also just obtained leave, Stew- 
art said, Middle East cables laid 
on his desk “cried for weapons of 
any and every kind. 

“It was a cry which pierced the 
hearts of everyone of us whose 
duty it was to red those dread 
documents. 

“One had the vision of those 
men, comrades whom we knew, 
lying there battered, bleeding, 
parched and hungry. Thousands 
upon thousands of them were left 
there to die or fall into Nazi cap- 
tivity. Why? Because those men 
were denied weapons with which 
to defend themselves.” 

Criticises Bevin. 

Continuing the Commons debate 
on arms production, Stewart re- 
called a recent remark by Labor 
Liinister Ernest Bevin, Laborite, 
to workers: “I don’t care how 
much you earn so long as you give 
me the goods.” Stewart asked if 
this “most questionable” statement 
represented “considered policy of 
the Cabinet.” 

He asked for rigid enforcement 
of the emergency powers act which 
provide. for mobilization of indus- 
try 13 months ago and said that 
Britain must abandon the “timor- 
ous and futile business of appeal- 
ing to men to do their duty in 
time of war.” 

Wives of service men are “liv- 
ing on one-fifth of the money 
earned by munitions workers,” he 
said. Bevin, he added, “has called 
some of us ‘fifth columnists.’ He’d 
better be careful that he not soon 
be dutbed the most dangerous 
‘fifth columnist’ of all.” 

Replying for the Government, 
Lieut. Col. J. T. C. Moore-Brabazon, 
Minister for Aircraft Production, 
said he was unable to accept Brab- 
ner’s accusation yesteray that 70 
to 80 per cent of the British tanks 
in Greece “were out of commis- 
gion before they saw the enemy.” 

On U. 8. Planes. 

Moore-Brabazon aisu answered 
a criticism that some United States 
built planes had to be altered so 
as to reduce their speed by 30 
miles per hour, declaring: 

“There is no reason to object to 
speed being slowed down for oper- 
ational reasons.” 

The accumulation of some inac- 


- tive United States planes in this 


country, he said, was due to Brit- 
ain taking over French orders and 
because alterations had to be made 
before they could be used by the 
R. A. F. These planes, he added, 
now are doing “splendid work.” 

On members’ complaints that 
there were 30 types of United 
States planes in Britain, Moore- 
Brabazon said: 

“It is only lately that there has 
been unified construction in Amer- 
ica, but when the general (Ameri- 
can) industry has been organized, 
certain types will fall away and 
we should be able to concentrate 
as in England on several basic 
types.” 

British Super-Bombers. 

Moore-Brabazon said “Americans 
thought they had the biggest ma- 
chines in the world,” but United 
States flyers were astonished to 
discover that Britain had “three 
models much bigger than anything 
that ever had been seen in Amer- 
ica.” 

He defended British policy in 
producing three types of large 
bombers, instead of concentrating 
on one, because it is better “to take 
a long-range view and have three 
arrows in your bow.” 

The minister said it was diffi- 
cult to get a general picture of 
American aircraft deliveries be- 
cause Britain’s cash orders and the 
lease-lend program are superim- 
posed on original orders, and it is 
possible also that additional planes 
may be released by the United 
States Army. 

Commenting on arrangements 
with the United States, Moore- 
Brabazon said: 

“We disclose everything to the 
Americans and they to us, both on 
the scientific and commercial sides.

OUMANSKY HAS HOR

“All the Problems’ of Rus- 
sian-German Phase of 
War Discussed. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
A discussion of “all the problems” 
arising from the Russian-German 
phase of the European war and 
American aid for Russia took place 
today between President Roosevelt 
and Soviet Ambassador Constan- 


tine Oumansky. 

At his firat conference with the 
Chief Executive in more than two 
years, the Ambassador said he had 
presented no new list of Russia's 
war requirements since “the Amer- 
ican government knows the par- 
ticular orders we want to place in 
this country and has known for 
some time.” 

He asserted that he had relayed 
to the President “good news” on 
the progress of the war. Asked 
whether he thought it would be a 
long one, he said merely that “it’s 
a stiff fight.” 

For more than an hour, Ouman- 
sky and Roosevelt talked in the 
Chief Executive's office. 

“May I simply say,” the Ambas- 
sador said afterward, “I expressed 
to the President the appreciation 
of my Government for the attitude 
taken by him personally and by 
the government of the United 
States in the present situation to- 
ward our fight against the Hitler 
aggression. Of course, we discussed 
all the problems deriving from the 
situation. I was deeply impressed 
by the friendly and far sighted 
approach of the President toward 
those problems.” 

On details of the purchases and 
assistance Russia seeks in this 
country, the Ambassador was silent, 
but he did say he thought no 
war materials had left for Russia 
yet. 

Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, accompanied Oumansky 
to the White House.

WELLES DENIES U, $, SEEKS 
BASES IN PORTUGAL; SIBERIA 


Describes Reports as Nazi Propa- 
ganda Intended to Harm Rela- 
tions With Japan. 

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP).— 
Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, said in response to ques- 
tions today that the United States 
was not attempting to obtain mili- 
tary or naval bases in Portugal or 
its possessions, or in Siberia. 

A Tokyo broadcast quoted Japa-

A communique said 12 German 
planes were destroyed in the raids, 
and admitted loss of the same 
number of British planes. 

The enemy shipping was at- 
tacked by Blenheim bombers at 
Cherbourg and Le Havre, the Air 
Ministry stated. Quays, dockside 
buildings and gun emplacements 
also were said to have been 
bombed. 

A chemical works and adjoining 

railway sidings at Chocques near 
Bethune, in Northern France, also 
were attacked. 
The bombers were accompanied 
by a strong fighter force and were 
met by enemy fighters in “fierce 
engagements,” the British said. 

Watchers on the southeast coast 
said visibility was poor. Machine- 
gun fire was heard from above the 
channel. 

The daylight raid followed over- 
night attacks by the R. A. F. 
against Aachen and Osnabruck in 
Western Germany and the French 
coast. 

The bomber command flight sent 
against Aachen reported much 
damage to industrial buildings 
there. 

Another large flight: struck at 
Osnabruck and light forces again 
bombed Bielefeld and Muenster in 
the Rhine area and docks at Ostend 
in occupied Belgium, the Air Min- 
istry said. 

Nazi airmen made scattered at- 
tacks on the British Isles during 
the night. The German raiders 
confined their activity almost en- 
tirely to coastal areas, though some 
bombs were dropped in Southeast 
Scotland and East Anglia, the Gov- 
ernment said. 

“Damage done was very slight 
and there were no casualties,” a 
communique declared. Four of the 
Nazi raiders were reported downed.

Dr. Diel and His Wife Return to Apartment 


Leave City on 
Train. 


Dr. Herbert Diel, until today the 
German consul in St. Louis, was 
all packed up last night and deter- 
mined to go some place—until he 
discovered a Post-Dispatch report- 
er and photographer at his door- 
step, on hand to report his de- 
parture, 

This circumstance, and _ the 
events which followed, caused a 
change in Dr. Diel’s plans, and it 
was not until noon today that he 
and Mrs. Diel departed on the 
Pennsylvania train for New York, 
with a reporter and photographer 
still standing by. 

Last night Dr. and Mrs. Diel, on 
observing that a reporter and pho- 
tographer were at the Embassy 
Apartments, 530 Union boulevard, 
had returned to their quarters on 
the first floor. From there they 
summoned a taxicab to the back 
door, and left by way of the alley. 
When they noticed the reporter 
following them there ensued a 
zig-zag pursuit through West End 
streets, which gave the reporter a 
taste of what Hollywood expects 
of his kind. The trail led ultimate- 
ly back to the Embassy, where Dr. 
Diel, suitcase in hand, stalked back 
in‘> his apartment. 

Signs of Hurried Packing. 
Never very cordial in his rela- 
tions -with newspaper men since he 
came here four years ago, Dr. Diel 
was unusually abrupt last night 
when the reporter knocked on the 
door of his apartment. He was 
perspiring, excited, and said he was 
ix. a “terrible hurry.” Before he 
closed the door the reporter noted 
luggage strewn about the small 
apartment, and signs that hurried 
packing was in progress. 

A few minutes before 9 o’clock 
a woman arrived at the apartment. 
Dr. Diel, carrying his suitcase, 
left their apartment, accompanied 
by Mrs. Diel, and after they had 
said farewell to the occupants of 
an adjoining apartment, started to 
leave the building with their vig- 
itor. 
The discovery of a photographer 
at the building entrance, however, 
sent Dr. and Mrs. Diel back to 
their apartment, and their visitor, 
who presumably had intended to 
provide transportation for them, 
left. 
It was not long before the taxi- 
cab drew up at the back entrance, 
and it was not long, either, before 
the photographer was poised there, 
camera and flash bulbs ready for 
action. Dr. and Mrs. Diel hurried 
to the cab. The camera shutter 
snapped as they took their seats. 
Dr. Diel and the driver conferred. 
Then the driver, crank-handle in 
hand, leaped from his cab. 
Comment on Weather. 
“Gimme that picture!” he de- 
manded. The photographer, by 
this time reinforced by the pres- 
ence of the reporter, said he would 
do no such thing. 
“Lookit,” the cab driver said, “T 
only get 24 bucks a week for driv- 
ing this thing and this might cost 
me my job. Anyway, I’m a Greek, 
and I don’t want to get mixed up 
with thesé people. I don’t want 
my picture in the paper wtih them.” 
Placated with the assurance that 
he was not in the picture, the

As the train chuffed out of the 
station and the breathless flower- 
bearers made their way back 
toward the midway, the reporter 
inquired from whom the flowers 
had come, Still breathless, and 
speechless, the flower-bearers 
glared at him, just glared. 

Demands Picture. 

The German consulate, in the 
International Building, 722 Chest- 
nut street, and the Italian vice- 
consulate, at 1218 Olive street, were 
both closed today, in accordance 
with President Roosevelt’s request 
that these governments withdraw 
their consular representatives from 
this country. 

The Italian vice-consul, Ales- 
sandro Savorgnan, and his Ameri- 
can-born wife, who will accompany 
him have until Tuesday to depart, 
but today was the technical dead- 
line for the German consular staff. 
Consular officials of both countries 
will be transported to Lisbon on 
the liner America, renamed the 
West Point after it was recently 
taken over by the navy.

1S CHECKING UP 
WIRE ROPE HERE 


Self-Styled Refugee From 

Germany to Be Ar- 
raigned on Charges of 
Violating Neutrality Act. 


United States, customs agents 
from New York were in St. Louis 
today seeking further information 


on the background and activities 
of Bernard Neumetzger, _ self- 
styled Jewish refugee from Ger- 
many who was arrested yesterday 
on a charge of violating the Neu- 
trality Act by shipping two car- 
loads of wire rope to Portugal 
without an export license, 

Neumetzger, a bachelor residing 
at 5707 McPherson avenue, was 
taken into custody yesterday after- 
noon at a hospital where he was 
being’ treated for a minor skin 
disease. The agents accompanied 
him to his home where they seized 
correspondence. Neumetzger was 
to be arraigned today before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner John A. 
Burke, 

The complaint charges that Neu- 
metzger last May 20 shipped 71 
coils of wire rope from Baltimore 
abdard the S. Thome, listing the 
rope as part of the ship’s stores 
instead of regular cargo. The wire 
rope was landed in Lisbon, Portu- 
gal, the complaint alleges, and then 
“passed into the hands of persons 
unknown.” The registry of the 5. 
Thome was not given. 

Details of Purchase. 

The rope was purchased by Neu- 
metzser from the A. Leschen & 
Sons Rope Co., 5909 Kennerly ave- 
nue. At the company offices to- 
day, the sales manager said Neu- 
metzger was not known to the 
firm's sales force, and had merely 
walked in one day “as a stranger” 
and ordered the rope. The sales 
manager added that the company 
knew nothing about the destina- 
tion of the goods. 

The complaint was issued by As- 
sistant United States District At- 
torney S. Russell Vandi«ort at the 
request of Gordon H. Pike, customs 
agent of New York, who came here 
Monday with several other agents 
to conduct the investigation. He 
would not discuss the case. Neu- 
metzger was held overnight in City 
Jail pending arraignment, and 
probably will be taken to New 
York on a fugitive warrant. 

Neumetzger told authorities he 
came to this country from Ger- 
many in 1937 as a Jewish refugee. 
He has no business address and 
the city directory simply lists him 
as a salesman, 

Violation of the Neutrality Act 
ig punishable upon conviction by 
a maximum fine of $10,000 or two 
years’ imprisonment or both. The 
section of the Act which Neumetz- 
ger is charged with violating was 
passed July 2, 1940, giving the 
President authority in the interest 
of national defense to prohibit or 
curtail shipment of certain mate- 
rials unless a special license is ob- 
tained. ;

ClO UNION SCHEDULES STRIKE 
‘AT AMERICAN ZINC CO. PLANT 


Walkout Set for Next Thursday 
Unless Satisfactory Wage 
Increases Are Granted. 


CIO employes in the Fairmont 

City (Ill.) plant of the American 
Zine Co. will strike next Tuesday 
unless the company grants satis- 
factory wage increases by that 
time, it was announced today by 
Florentine Fernandez, president of 
Local 82 of the Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers’ Union. The plant 
makes slab zinc, cadmium and sul- 
phuric acid, all important to the 
defense program. ' 
In negotiations for renewal of a 
closed shop contract which expired 
May 31, Fernandez said, the, union 
is asking for a pay increase of 15 
cents an hour and the company 
has offered only 2% cents. Present 
wages at the plant, which employs 
582 men, range from 60 cents to 
$1.25, he said. 

Employes voted June 24 to au- 
thorize union officers to call a 
strike, if necessary, to obtain their 
demands. Conferences have been 
held since then, with William F. 
White representing the Dereartment 
of Labor’s Conciliation Service. 
Another conference probably will 
be held before the strike deadline, 
Fernandez said.

STEEL SHORTAGE 
UNLIKELY, SAYS 
INSTITUTE HEAD 


If Acute Condition Arises, 
It Will Be Due to De- 
mands for Early De- 
livery, He Asserts. 


CHICAGO, July 10 (AP).—Wal- 
ter.S. Tower, president of the 
Amertean Iron and Steel Institute, 
declared today “there is no sound 
factual basis for expecting a 
shortage of steel supply for any 
essential use.” 

He said if any acute condition 

is to be experienced, it is close at 
hand because of the coincidence of 
pressing demands for early deliv- 
ery. 
“Like a river in flood, that sort 
of demand rises rapidly to the 
crest, but it does not rise forever,” 
Tower said in an address to the

Any real shortage of steel for 
non-military uses, he said, seems 
“both unlikely and unnecessary,” 
but if it should come it could be 
dealt with by rationing or curtail- 
ing the more dispensable uses and 
by a program of wholesale expan- 
sion.

ITALY LISTS WAR LOSSES: 
175,466 MEN MISSING, 
79,895 DEAD OR WOUNDED 


ROME, July 10 (AP). 

TALY has lost 255,361 men in 
| 13 months of war on land and 

sea and in the air, according 
to official figures. 

This total was announced 
yesterday with publication of a 
June casualty list of 10,286 
men, exclusive of losses in East 
Africa, not yet reported. 

Of th? total, 175,466 were list- 
ed as missing, 23,085 killed and 
56,810 wounded,. 

The June figures were 866 
dead, 1193 wounded and 8207 
missing, including some from 
earlier months not -previously 
reported.

Two-Motored N ight 


Fighters—Scores of U. §.-Made Planes 
at Huge Test. Field. | 


AN AIRFIELD, Somewhere in 
England July 10 (AP).—British test 
pilots said today after rigid try- 
outs at altitudes ranging up to 39,- 
000 feet, that American-made four- 
motored Boeing (B17C) bombers 
are “definitely better” than new 
British Stirling and Halifax planes 
of comparable size. 

They also praised without reser- 
vation the American-made Doug- 
las (DB7) two-motored night fight- 
er as the “heaviest armed fighter 
in the world” and one of the fast- 
est big planes ever made. It has a 
speed of about 350 miles an hour. 

Landing fields and runways of 
this huge Ministry of Aircraft Pro- 
duction station are thickly sprin- 
kled with scores of American air- 
craft newly arrived and ready for 
the battle for mastery of European 
skies. 

.From the center of the field vis- 
iting correspondents could look in 
any direction and see tens of Boe- 
ing and Martin bombers, Douglas 
night fighters and dive bombers, 
and Vought Sikorsky dive bombers, 

One test pilot <isclosed that a 
“very large number” of four-mo- 
tored California-made Consolidat- 
ed bombers are in-England. 

In the neighborhood of the field 
are miles of hangars, repair shops 
and test sheds from which came 
the mighty roar of American en- 
gines. British and American tech- 


nicians in scores of shops were 
carrying out tests on Allison, Pratt 
& Whitney and Wright engines. 

The huge Boeings dominated the 
scene, Most of them were ready 
to fly, with high altitude camou- 
flage painted on. They will be sent 
over Germany as soon as the Brit- 
ish complete the training of crews 
to fly them and to use the Sperry 
bomb sight with which they are 
equipped, 

The British made a few altera- 
tions in the Boeings to increase 
their bomb loads, but basically 
they are the same as when they 
flew the ocean, One pilot disclosed 
that they “come in with bullets in 
their machine-guns.” 

The Boeings have a maximum 
speed of about 305 miles an hour, 
a range of 2000 miles and a bomb 
load of four tons. Pilots pointed 
out that their speed was enough 
to escape attack by anything ex- 
cept the fastest German intercep- 
tors. 

The technical innovation which 
surprised the British most was the 
turbo-superchargers which gives 
the motors sea-level performance 
at the high altitudes now used in 
bombing raids. 

The Boeings’ crew of seven is 
made up of captain, first pilot, sec- 
ond pilot, flight engineer, midship 
gunner, beam gunner and bomb 


aimer.

REJECTS OLD Abt 
PENSION INQUIRY 


Gov. Donnell’s Recom- 
mendation for Bi-Parti- 
san Survey Fails of Pas- 
sage by 30 Votes. ? 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.—A 
legislative recommendation by Gov. 
Donnell for an investigation of 
the administration of State old-age 
pensions, the administrative costs 
and whether ineligible persons were 
on the pension rolls was rejected 
by the House last night. 

The vote on a bill to create a 
special commission to conduct the 
inquiry was 46 ayes, or 30 less than 
the 76 required for passage, against 


48 noes. 

Opponents charged it was “just 
another investigation,” which 
would not improve conditions and 
would not result in purging “chis- 
elers” from the pension rolls. 
While the Governor’s recommen- 
dation applied to old-age pensions, 
the bill also provided for inves- 
tigation of the relief and aid to 
dependent children rolls. 

Representative J. W. Farley 
(Dem.), Platte County, said the bill 
“is just another gravy train” to 
provide jobs for investigators. 

Sponsors of the bill, A. H. Cooper 
(Dem.), Cooper County, and Re- 
publican Floor Leader Howard El- 
liott of St. Louis County, said 
the proposed inquiry would deter- 
mine the truth of charges of ex- 
cessive costs and overloaded rolls 
and would aid in correcting any 
improper conditions. 

The bill would have set up a bi- 
partisan commission, appointed by 
the Governor, to include four leg- 
islators and four other citizens, 
with full power to make an inves- 
tigation and to report back to the 
Governor. 

St. Joseph Bill Loses Again. 
The St. Joseph teacher pension 
bill, which failed of passage in 
the House Tuesday by three votes, 
again was beaten late yesterday, 
when an attempt was made to re- 
consider the adverse vote. This 
time it received 70 favorable votes, 
six less than required, and 39 
negative votes were cast. 

The bill apparently is dead, as 
under parliamentary procedure it 
cannot be brought up again. Sup- 
porters of the St. Louis teacher pen- 
sion bill, beaten June 18, still plan 
to seek reconsideration, but the bill 
is given slight chance of passage 
before adjournment of the Legis- 
lature, set for Saturday. 

A Senate joint and concurrent 
resolution providing for submission 
to the voters of a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment fixing the 
pay of members of the Legislature 
at $1500 a year was passed by the 
House last night and the proposal 
will go on the ballot of the next 
general election. The House re- 
considered and threw out an 
amendment which would have 
fixed the compensation at $3000 a 
year. The pay now is $5 a day 
for the first 70 days of a session 
and $1 a day thereafter. In decen- 
nial law revision sessions the pay 
is $5 a day for the first 120 days 
and $1 @ day thereafter. 

Creation of a State Board of 
Registration for architects and 
professional engineers, with regula- 
tory powers over the two profes- 
sions, is provided in a bill passed 
by the House yesterday afternoon, 
77 to 25. The bill previously had 
been passed by the Senate and now 
goes to the Governor. 

The House today reconsidered 
its action of yesterday in defeat- 
ing a Senate bill providing for a 
Missouri real estate commission, 
with regulatory power over the 
real estate business and power to 
license real estate brokers and 
salesmen, and passed the bill. The 
bill failed of passage yesterday by 
three votes, but was passed today 
by a vote of 90 to 22. 

The House passed and returned 
to the Senate for concurrence in 
& minor House amendment a Sen- 
ate bill calling for State licensing 
and regulation of convalescent, 
nursing and boarding homes for 
invalids and aged persons and re- 
quiring periodical inspection of 
such homes by the State Board of 
Health. 

Bills Passed in Senate. 

The Senate last night passed 
three House bills, putting them 
in shape for submission to the Gov- 
ernor. 

One authorizes the County Court 
of St. Louis County to accept gifts 
of land for parks and playgrounds 
and authorizes it to expend not 
more than $4000 a year for main- 
tenance of them. 

Another bill prohibits the State 
Social Seeurity Commission from 
disclosing any information about in- 
dividual recipients of old-age pen- 
sions.

That was momentous news from the three leading 
capitals of the world which the Post-Dispatch news 
editors assembled under an efght-coliimn headline 
on Page 1 yesterday. 

In London, Prime Minister Churchill, in reporting 
to the House of Commons on American — 
of Iceland, said that the United States and British 
navies may find it to their mutual advantage to help 
each other as “may be conyenient” in “very danger- 
ous waters.” 

In Berlin, a spokesman for the Nazi dictatorship 
said that the United States, in landing its forces on 
the North Atlantic island, had taken “an active mil- 
itary step’—a step equal from a military point of 
view to establishing these troops “in a British port.” 

In Washington, President Roosevelt restated. the 
position he took in his historic May 27 fireside ad- 
dress. Emphasizing his view that this country’s 
strategic defenses would not be limited by imaginary 
or academic lines customarily used to denote hemi- 
spheric boundaries, the President spoke, so our 
Washington correspondent wrote, “with the seeming 
assumption that the United States is in the war.” 

Not one of these statements described an actual 
event of “a shooting war” for the United States, but 
every one of them may prove to have been a forecast 
of such an event. In a few days, or even in a few 
hours, may come the incident or the immediate cause 
which will produce our active participation. 

The larger decision has been made—made by mad 
events in a world over which the American people 
have no control—and there is no changing from that 
decision or any desire to change. The United States 
is committed by publicly declared policy, supported by 
public opinion, to give, as the President has phrased 
it, “every possible assistance to Britain.” We are 
wholeheartedly joined in a supreme national defense 
endeavor to make the United States impregnable. 
We are prepared to make the sacrifices required. 
But although the larger decision has thus been 
smade, there are other choices to be made within its 
general framework. These are the rights and duties of 
a democratic people in wartime no less than in peace- 
time. They are the means of self-government which 
distinguish us from the, totalitarian tramplers of 
freedom against whom we have taken our stand. 
The direction we have chosen does not tell us 
how far we are going, and that, of course, cannot 
be known in a world so unpredictable as that which 
Hitler and greed and the wrongs of Europe have 
wrought. But the destiny of the American people is, 
in the final word, their own. We have every reason 
to look beyond the occupation of Iceland, aid to the 
British, the possible incident which brings “the 
shooting war.” 

It is not enough to say that our purpose is to help 
Britain beat Hitler. Beating Hitler will not of itself 
remove Hitlerism, and certainly it will not remove 
the European cancer which festered Hitler. Every- 
one would like to see President Roosevelt’s eloquently 
described four freedoms established in the world, but 
that aim hardly states a practical goal of realizable 
attainment. We know how far short we fall of seeing 
these freedoms in full flower in the United States. 

What are Britain’s plans for a post-war Europe? 
How will the British hope to bring order and security 
to displace chaos if their heroism and our resources 
force Hitler to yield? Do the British plan a vindic- 
tive peace such as followed the last war? Do they 
share President Roosevelt’s devotion to the idea of 
freedom for all the peoples of the world—for the 
people of India, for example? 

There is only one way to evaluate the cost, and 
that is in the results we may achieve. We cannot 
guarantee these results, nor can Britain, but we can 
say what we would like them to be. And if we can- 
not insure a better world, we can describe it. The 
mere description may be more of a factor in bring- 
ing it about than we are apt to think in these dark 
days. For it would encourage the subjugated peoples 
of Europe—many of whom hate the Nazi dictatorship 
more than do Americans—to endure the oppressions 
which Hitler has imposed upon them. 

This is an hour of waiting. No one knows how 
long it will last. We can use it to formulate and to 
state with the British our common aims—and equally 
clearly our differences, if they exist. The present 
opportunity will be gone when and if Hitler joins 
the issue with us in the North Atlantic—or wherever 
he may choose. 

Nothing would serve the cause of national unity 
more than for us to use this irrecoverable hour as 
the needs of the world so urgently require.

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THE HOUSE ENDS AN ABUSE. 

The Missouri House, on reconsideration, has passed 
the Senate bill to require the licensing by the State 
Board of Health of privately operated homes for the 
aged, the convalescent and the incurably ailing, but 
the bill must go back to the Senate for concurrence 
in a minor House amendment. 

This is a welcome reversal of an inexplicable prior 
action. The Senate had passed the bill, and the 
need for it was obvious. There was no public 
control over private nursing homes. There was no 
authority, except in the courts, even to investigate 
them. There was no authority to regulate them, 

Some of these homes treat their patients well. 
Others use varying degrees of callousness. An at- 
torney appointed by Circuit Judge Julius R. Nolte 
of Clayton a year ago to investigate a St. Louis 
County nursing home reported that all the inmates 
“suffered severely” from cold and received only “the 
. crudest form of shelter without any atmosphere of a 
home.” Almost never was the place visited by a 
doctor. One woman testified that she was struck in 
the face by the woman proprietor. The court found. 
that several patients who desired to leave had been 
forced to stay by threats of the proprietor, " 

The only reason this case got into the courts was 
because & group of inmates—all aged, some deaf and - 
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all the court could do was to order the release 
of people from the home. It couldh’t set up 
any rules for the treatment of other patients. . 

This may have been an extreme case, but it was 
possible under the long-standing system. All these 
homes are in business for a profit. Those that spe- 
cialize in patients whose only income is their meager 
old-age pension checks have to operate marginally. 
Some may slip below the margin, unless regulated, 
and fail to provide their patients with decent care 
and comfort. 

For the House to refuse the State Board of Health 
some supervision over these homes would have been 
a medieval action. That the members were big 
enough to reconsider and reverse their stand is a 
favorable omen. The technique might yet be applied

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TOKYO MAKES UP ITS MIND. 


After laboring ostentatiously for a week, the Jap-| 


anese governmental mountain has finally brought 
forth a political mouse. 

In a laconic statement, the Cabinet announces it 
has reached a decision on its new policies. In a 
parallel pronouncement, Foreign Minister Matsuoka 
says Japan “will watch the development of the 
(Russo-German) situation with the greatest care.” 

Berlin promptly and enthusiastically describes 
thése declarations as examples of statesmanlike 
“lucidity and clarity.” But if anything is clear 
about Tokyo’s statements, it is their purpose to 
camouflage the indecision in Japanese official coun- 
sels, As in every other major crisis of the past 
decade, the Japanese policy-makers have again been 
divided into two irreconcilable camps. 

The advocates of the “Southward Ho” course, 
headed by that peerless firebrand, Admiral Suyet- 
sugu, insist that all energy be saved for the long- 
planned thrust into the South Seas. The opposing 
clique, dominated by the pro-Axis elements within 
the army, demands an immediate attack on Siberia 
and Outer Mongolia. 

The outcome of this dispute will not be decided 
over conference tables in Tokyo. It will be deter- 
mined sdlely by Russia’s fortunes of war. If Hit- 
ler’s juggernaut breaks through the “Stalin wall,” 
the pro-Axis faction will automatically take the 
upper hand in Japan, and give the signal for an 
attack on Siberia. If the Russians hold out against 
Hitler, Tokyo doubtless will seek to drive a hard 
economic bargain with Moscow as a reward for its 
good behavior—and in all likelihood will renew 
preparations for action in the South Seas. 

But whafever Tokyo’s decision—whether ft is to 
strike north, west or south—there is little hope for 
an improvement in Japanese-American relations. 


Japan has staked her future on the use of the / 


sword, and wherever her sword falls today it cuts 
at vital American lifelines and interests. Japan 
entrenched in the Soviet maritime provinces and 
Kamchatka is a peril to Alaska. Japan with foot- 
holds in Thailand, Singapore and the Dutch Hast 
Indies means a rubber, tin, tungsten and quinine 
famine in the United States—apart from the broader 
political and strategic considerations. 

This is why both Washington and London await 
the next Japanese move with such unconcealed 
alarm. 
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THE HOUSE BLAST AT THE PRESS. 

With adjournment only a few days off and a moun- 
tain of work still undone, the Missouri House wast- 
ed an hour yesterday in discussion of a résolution 
assailing the State’s metropolitan press for its “hos- 
tile, unfair and many times vicious attitude” toward 
the Legislature in general and the Democratic party 
in particular. This strange document was adopted 
by a strict party division, 49 to 38 (with 63. mem- 
bers absent). 

Yes, the metropolitan press has been critical, both 
of the Legislature for its abysmal record of ineffec- 
tiveness and of the Democratic leaders who en- 
gineered the attempted governorship steal. (The 
State Supreme Court was critical of that, too.) We 
are convinced, however, that Missouri citizens are 
not going to be greatly concerned over the charges 
made against the press in the House protest. But 
they would have good reason to be considerably con- 
cerned if, while the Legislature’s dismal record was 
being made, the press had sat by and never printed 
a word of criticism. 
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AN ELOQUENT LETTER. 

There are probably many people who, if they 
stopped to think about it, would feel as glad about 
being an American as Harry Pelikan does. Few of 
them, however, take the trouble of assembling their 
thoughts and putting them on paper.

The Nazi: Soldier Writes Home 


The Mirror 
of 


Letters of men in German army are more outspoken than press 
correspondents’ reports, Swiss writer says; most of them indicate 
devotion to commanders, with skeptical attitude toward all institu- 
tions; few treat enemy with contempt, but respect his fighting power.

HE letters home of German soldiers, 

particularly those written in recent 

months, are far more expressive of the 
mental] attitude of these field-gray fight- 
ers than is the war correspondence of Nazi 
journalists at the front. 

Within the rigid limitations of the press, 
radio and the films, where all expression 
is controlled by a formula now become 
familiar, individual observations and as- 
pirations cannot find utterance, and thus 
the soldier’s letter home has come to have 
a special importance as the one medium 
of personal thought. 

Frequently certain passages pass un- 
noticed in these letters, and reach home 
uncensored. Such passages are not al- 
ways dangerous to the state, but, on the 
other hand, they are observations and 
revelations that would not be permitted in 
any German newspaper. Obviously, these 
individual reflections and impressions con- 
vey much more about the hopes of the 
German soldier and his general] point of 
view than do any of the official and semi- 
official communiques. 

I have read many of these letters and 
I have noticed the frequency with which 
in them appear various familiar Nazi party 
slogans, When these appeared, I always 
asked the age of the letter writer. This 
led to the interesting conclusion that most 
of these slogans were repeated, parrot- 


fashion, by men between the ages of 25 


and 35. Somewhat surprising to me was 
the fact that most of the letters I exam- 
ined from older’ men, together with those 
written by younger soldiers, -were far 
more critical and free in expression. 

* * — 


But it would be rash to conclude that 
there is among the soldier youth of the 
land any widespread hostility to the pres- 
ent form of government. For the irony 
and skepticism of these young men em- 
braces everything. It is applied impartial- 
ly to the church and to the institutions of 
democracy no less than to those of to- 
talitarianism. 

Nobody can bamboozle us. ..,, That ifs 
the dominating note in all the letters the 
writer has seen from the younger genera- 
tion under German arms. In brief, it is the 
universal attitude of German youth, So 
far as they are concerned, they “see 
through everything.” 
reading their letters, that they are devoted 
only to their immediate leaderg and to 
their comrades in the ranks, 

Of greatest influence among them are 
those with whom they are in daily con- 
tact. If their commander is a “regular 
guy,” they will, in the phrase of one let- 
ter writer, “go with him against every- 
thing and everyone unto death.” That typi- 
cal attitude might some day prove highly 
dangerous to the Nazi state. 

The soldier's company or regimental 
commander is often worshiped, to judge 
by many of these letters, to sentimental 
extremes. Also to be noted ig the fact that 
there is rarely any protest against dis- 
cipline. Many of these letters suggest that 
the distance between officers and men has 
diminished. Battalion commanders spend 
their evenings with the men, to judge by 
some of this ndence, 

Incidentally, in few of these letters is 
the enemy treated with contempt; the in- 
dividual soldier, when it comes to his opin- 
jon of the British, is far more sober and

And-despite the successton of German vic- 
tories in the field and in the air, the fight- 
ing power of the enemy is regarded by the 
individual German soldier with far more 
respect than the enemy receives in the 
Nazi press. :

Some fatalistic expression may be found 
in almost every letter. The world may 
shiver at this attitude, which is without 
basis in any moral or ideological concep- 
tion, but founded in a purely mechanical 
fulfillment of duty. Perhaps a few lines 
written from Poland by a young German 
soldier are explanatory. They are: 

“You will remember that when I was 13, 
I had to wait in line for bread. You know 
that I was alone, lost, without support from 
any human being or institution im; Ger- 
many. The same fate was shared by thou- 
sands of others. We longed to get away 
from that disorder. We wanted to know 
where we stood, what we had to do. 

“But in building an orderly society, we 
Germans have succeeded only in the army 
and in our military organizations. I' know 
hundreds among.us here who prefer this 
life at the front to our existence at home, 
for at least now we know where we belong 
and we have some sense of values.” 

Such quotations do not suggest that the 
German army is “revolutionary” in aim, 
as the press maintains. There is among 
these ‘soldiers, old and young, a spirit of 
calm, almost of indifference. They do not 
write as though they were crusaders in a

AYBE, because I have recently 

been in one of these shatter- 

ing automobile crashes, this 
piece may not be altogether ob- 
jective. But to avoid this very 
possibility, I waited several days. 
By some kind of miracle only. one 
of the occupants of our car was 
injured—cracked rib. But the 
whole left side of that automobile 
was either ripped away or crum- 
pled, and it wound upin the bushes 
about 50 feet from the wrong side 
of the road. It was a lovely little 
light car at 9:59 and at 9:59 plus 
% seconds, it was as much a 
mess as if a dive bomber had 
scored a direct hit. 


Of course that isn’t the point of 
this piece. Such things happen 
too frequently to be of the slightest 
public interest unless somebody is 
killed or mangled. That is the 
point of this piece. 


The neglects and faults that 


make the appalling casualty lists. 


on American autmobile roads are 
exactly the same things that make 
10 times as many such incidents 
as this to which nobody pays any 
attention because nobody is killed. 
Most of those things -are illegal 
and all of them ought. to be. They 
ought not to be, as they are, merely 
what the lawyers call “malum pro- 
hibiten”—things not bad or crim- 
inal in themselves but, for conve- 
nience, prohibited by law and car- 
rying no special stigma and no 
punishment except light fines. They 
ought to be regarded, by both law 
-and public opinion, as what in the 
same four-dollar professional lan- 
gauge, are called “malum in ‘se”— 
evil, vicious and in themselves dan- 
gerous to society. 


Penalty to Fit Crimes. 

When a man takes out on a 
crowded highway a mass of ma- 
chinery weighing many hundreds 
and sometimes—with its load— 
thousands of pounds and hurtles 
it through the air at high speeds 
or without proper care, he is sub- 
jecting his fellow-men to the dan- 
gers of a terrific shattering force 
-—the mass of the great thing he 
is piloting, multiplied not merely 
by its velocity, but by its velocity 
squared. His responsibiilty for 
any injury ought to be absolute 
with punishments as severe as 
would be handed to a man turn- 
ing a dangerous weapon, like a ma- 
chine gun, loose in a crowd. But 
more than that, whether he injures 
anybody or not, his willful viola- 
tion of the rules that could make 
such traffic relatively safe should 
be a felony. 

Every driver knows what they 
are—careful regulation of speed in 
relation to the speed of other traf- 
fic and conditions of light and 
weather; no passing on either a 
“vertical” or.a “horizontal curve” 
(hill or bend in the road) until 
sufficient room to pass is visible 
throughout and safe beyond ques- 
tion; meticulous care to stay on 
your side of thg road whether pass- 
ing, being passed or just driving; 
signaling slows, stops and turns 
in ample time to warn others; 
keeping eyes and alert attention 
constantly on the traffic and 
hands and feet constantly on the 
controls and last but by no means 
least, dimming blazing lights as 
night for every passing car. 


The Worst Offenders. 


The worst offenders in the road 
hog category are heavy trucks and 
busses. Ask any taxi driver. Their 
accident record is fine. Sure it is. 
Their weight and momentum are 
so great that it is safer to let 
them take as much as they want, 
than ‘for any light car to take the 
slightest chance, 

Unlike Secretary Ickes, I don’t 
think their use of the road should 
be restricted. They serve too 
many of us in relation to other 
cars, but they certainly ought to be 
far more rigidly regulated than is 
the case today. 

The accident that set off this 
piece wasn't to my car.

Order In Which Men Will Be Called for Train- 
ing to Be Decided in National 
Lottery July 17. 


Draft boards in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County are posting to- 
day the serially numbered lists 
of men who became 21 after the 
original draft registration last 
Oct. 16 and who enrolled in the 
supplementary registration July 1. 

Date of the second national lot- 
tery, which will determine the 
order in which the registrants will 
rbe called, has been announced as 
July 17. The boards received yes- 
terday détailed instructions on the 
method of interspersing the new 
registration cards with those al- 
ready on file. . 

The new cards have been shuf- 
fled and numbered S81, S82, 83, and 
so on. The older registration card 
numbers do not have a _ letter 
| prefix. 

How Cards Will Be Mixed. 

The supplementary registration 
cards are not to be scattered 
throughout all the older cards, but 
will be mixed only with those 
cards having higher order num- 
bers than that of the last man 
actually drafted for a year of 
army training. 

For example, if a draft district 
has 5000 registrants, and the high- 
est order number of a conscripted 
man is 3000, the new cards will 
be distributed equally among the 
last 2000 cards in its files. If 250 


men registered on July 1, then 
one of these cards will be placed 
after every eight cards already 
in the draft board files, the fig- 
ure eight being obtained by divid- 
ing 250 into 2000. 
The order in which they are 
in the 
second lottery. . 
If 829 ig the first number dra 
then, in the same hypothetical case, 
this card would be placed between 
cards numbered 3008 and 3009. The 
new card will be renumbered 83008. 
Cards Far Down On List. 
In most draft districts in the St. 
Louis area, the highest order num- 
ber called for service so far is from 
one-fourth to one-half way down 
the entire list. This means, there- 
fore, that the new registration 
cards will be scattered throughout 
the last three-fourths or last half 
of the district’s total registration. 
A registrant who obtains his sup- 
plementary serial number from one 
of the posted lists will not know 
his local order number until the 
board has gone through the entire 
process of interspersing the new 
cards. For that reason draft boards 
are not expecting new registrants 
to take much interest in the serial 
lists now being posted. A few draft 
boards are not even planning to 
prepare a list for posting.

Among 
the items eliminated were appro- 
priations of $407,000 for establish- 
ment or improvement of State 
parks, including a $250,000 allot- 
ment for a park at Creve Coeur 
Lake in St. Louis County. 

Also eliminated was an appro- 
priation of $8520 to way the sal- 
aries of 40 legislative clerks, who 
had been hired at the start of the 
session in addition to the 150 clerks 
permitted by the Constitution and 
who were carried on the payroll 
of the Permanent Seat of Govern- 
ment as a subterfuge. The money 
was to pay them for services per- 
formed before they were  dis- 
charged at the instance of Gov.

The joint Senate and House 
conference committee on the de- 
partmental omnibus appropriation 
bill voted last night to restore a 
$72,500 cut in the department of 
the State purchasing agent.

When beets and carrots in the 
family vegetable garden are 
thinned, there may be a good sup- 
ply of young, tender vegetables. 
These can easily be put whole 
into cans or jars and processed 
for winter use. 

Although the food specialists do 
not recommend the canning of 
root vegetables in the fall, because 
they cr ~ be stored so easily, wise 
homemakers at this time will add 
jars of healthful canned vegetables 
to their shelves from the thin- 
nings of baby beets and carrots. 
The college gives the following 
suggestions on canning: 

Beets. 

Can only small red beets, from 1 
inch to 1% inches in diameter. 
Leave the root, but cut off the 
stem to within 1 inch of the beet, 


then wash it thoroughly. Put the 
beets into boiling water or into a; I as — 
steamer, and heat them until the —— — — 
skins slip easily (from 15 to 20 Fe, 
minutes). This may also be done 
by heating the beets for two min- a nek 
utes in a pressure cooker at 15 —— 
pounds of pressure.

Pack the whole beets tightly into 
cans or jars and fill the containers 
with boiling unsalted water. One 
tablespoon of vinegar may be add- 
ed to each quart of beets to inten- 
sify the red coloring; the flavor is 
changed only slightly. Seal and 
process the containers in a pres- 
sure cooker, at 10 pounds of pres- 
sure. For pint jars, No. 2 or No. 
3 R-enamel tin cans process for 30 
minutes; for quart jars, 35 min-

This yardstick is a guide worked 
out by a committee of eminent nu- 
tritionists to help improve the na- 
tion’s food habits. It is a goal to- 
ward which leaders in nutrition 
have agreed to aim in planning 
for the nutrition of the nation’s 


families. 

What is the yardstick? What 
can it mean to the woman who 
prepares three meals a day for the 
family? On what is it based? 
These are but three of the ques- 
tions that come to the mind of 
many a person hearing of the 
yardstick for the first time. 

The yardstick is simply a table 
which gives for persons in normal 
health the recommended daily al- 
lowances for food. The number of 
calories the diet should supply is 
specified. And the allowances sug- 
gested for protein, calcium, iron, 
and the six best known vitamins 
are given in scientific terms— 
grams, milligrams or international 
vitamin units. 

The y-rdstick is now being 
translated into terms of everyday 
foods. The translators are nutri- 
tionists in every locality, and state 
and local nutrition committees 
set up in the national defense pro- 
gram. Only these local nutrition 
workers can express the yardstick 
in terms of foods available in any 
particular locality from season to

President Roosevelt said last night 

that war and aggression in other 
continents constituted “active dan- 
ger’*to the liberty and independ- 
ence of the 21 American republics 
‘and threatened “the . christian 
civilization which they cherish as a 
precious heritage.” 

In a message broadcast to Ar- 
gentina commemorating. that na- 
tion’s declaration of independence 
in 1816, the. President hailed what 
he termed the American nations’ 
“unwavering devotion to the prin- 
ciple of liberty ... for which their 
forefathers so valanitly sought.” 

Text of Message. 

The message said: 

“IT am particularly glad to have 
the ogportunity to send the greet- 
ings of the peoples and govern- 
ment of the United States of Amer- 
ica to the people and government 
of the Republic of Argentina on 
this day commemorating the decla- 
ration of Argentine independence 
in 1816 which consolidated the ar- 
dent and persistent efforts of the 
people of that great country to 
win liberty for themselves and 
their children, 

“This day, following within a 
few days as it does the anniversary 
of the declaration of independence 
of the United States of America, 
emphasizes the close relationship 
between the ideals and aspirations 
of the peoples of our two republics. 

“The spiritual affinity between 
Argentina and the United States, 
to which the acting president of 
the Argentine nation, Dr. Ramon 
Castillo, alluded in his generous’ ex- 
pressions only a few days ago on 
the Fourth of July, has grown ever 
stronger during the century and 
more since the seeds of that af- 
finity were sown. 

“The Government of the United 
States is proud to participate ac- 
tively in the celebration of this 
anniversary through the represen- 
tation from its armed forces which 
the Argentine government cordially 
invited to Buenos Aires for the oc- 
casion.” 

(The reference was to the aerial 
visit of Gen. Frank M. Andrews, 
chief of the United States Air 
Force in the Caribbean, and other 
American officers who recently ar- 
rived in Buenos. Aires.) 

Maintaining of Liberty. 

“This pride,” the President con- 
tinued, “is more than justified in 
the commemoration of unwavering 
devotion to the principle of liberty 
and in the recognition of the firm 
determination of the free people of 
this hemisphere to maintain that 
principle for which their forefa- 
thers so valiantly sought. 

“During these critical times, 
when the American republics are 
confronted with the active danger 
presented by the challenge abroad 
to the Christian civilization which 
they cherish as a precious heritage, 
it is especially heartening to par- 
ticipate in an eloquent expression 
of the unity of ideals which firmly 
binds the chain of free republics of 
this hemisphere. 

“In paying tribute to the memo- 
ries of those brave patriots who 
brought the Argentine Republic 
into existence and to their succes- 
sors who built upon this achieve- 
ment to make the great nation 
that is Argentina today, we may 
take courage and inspiration and 
the strength of conviction to pre- 
serve the liberty for which they 
were prepared to give the last full 
measure of devotion,”

One common cause that is not 
considered often enough by the 
mother is air swallowing. This is 
due to improper technic of feed- 
ing—improperly shaped nipples on 
the feeding bottles or nipples with:

enough, or feeding with the baby 
lying on its back, or the use of 
pacifiers, or finger sucking.

STILL ANOTHER mistake is 
too much food, The’ baby may 
regurgitate oor actually vomit 
simply because it is overloaded 
with food. The foad of the vomit- 
ing baby, however, should not be 
diluted. It requires a more con- 
centrated formula with less 
water. 

The faults that are found in the 
food formulas themselves are 
usually that they are too rich in 
cream. This invariably causes 
vomiting in some children, Spoil- 
age of food due to improper re 
frigeration may have to be con- 
sidered. Both of these problems 
may be met by changfng to a dried 
milk preparation and preparation 
of individual feedings. | 

Tough curds may be noticed in 
the vomitus and might be a cause. 
They can generally be overcome 
by boiling the cow’s milk formula 
or adding lactic acid to the for- 
mula or using evaporated milk. 

The possibility of an obstruc- 
tion to the outlet of the stomach 
which occurs in young children 
and causes persistent vomiting 
from birth is known to every 
physician. But this is a rare con- 
dition and, besides, the vomiting 
is continuous, which is not exact- 
ly the problem we are considering 
here. Severe constipation may be 
a cause. It can be relieved by 
correcting the formula or by the 
use of mineral oil.

T may be summertime according 

to the calendar and the tempera- 

ture, but according to the mil- 
liners it’s time to be thinking of 
an advance fall hat. There’s no 
use arguing with them, either, be- 
cause the models which they have 
on display come.in such luscious 
colors that they serve to highlight 
a summer costume, while their 
tailored accent makes them espe- 
cially suitable for the traveler. 

There’s styles news in these hats 
which hints at trends for the au- 
tumn season. First there is the 
importance of more hat to the 
head. This means that you are 
likely to be interested in certain 
width of brim as well as a definite 
anchorage. Pompadour themes 
are still with us, but they have 
considerable competition from the 
down-in-front trend, and the swash- 
buckling profile themes. A hat is 
more likely to ‘be sitting far for- 
ward than far backward by the 
time cool weather comes, if the 
early interest in this silhouette is 
to be taken as significant. 


Besides the interest in silhouettes 
there is that vogue of color, indi- 
cating that women are going to be 
far from dreary in their appear- 
ance during the next season. Vivid 
red tones, brilliant greens and in- 
teresting tones of blue are featured 
at the moment. Some yellow also 
is appearing and when the fabric 
is velvet, the effect is something 
to tempt you. It should be early 
for brown but that doesn’t seem 
to daunt the designers. They are 
showing both light and dark 
shades, a neutral tone, known as 
Congo brown, being highlighted. 

Almost every woman will have 
a feather in her hat, if these ad- 
vance types are to be considered 
as authentic. The feather may not 


be one of those dangerous looking 
quills which threatened the eyes 
of escorts a year ago, but it will 
be gay and impressive. In fact, 
two or more feathers are the rule 
now. The hat which is sketched 
at upper left illustrates this em- 
phasig upon feather trimming. 
Three feathers representing two 
shades of blue and a brilliant red 
are used on this model. They are 
placed flat against the crown so 
that they give sweeping width 
rather than height. Stone blue is 
the shade of the felt used for this 
hat, which has a wide brim at the 
front and a turned-up brim at the 
back. A grosgrain ribbon fashions 
a headband which ties in a tailored 
bow at the back. The flat crown 
of this hat is stitched with the 
same shades as represented in the 
feathers. 3 


The dashing hat which is shown 
in the center is of a vivid red vel- 
vet—the tone which looks well 
with black or white or with most 
of the early autumn shades, in- 
cluding green. In fact, there is a 
green accent to this sailor in the 
most brilliant tone of the little 
feather and in the tiny grosgrain 
band which circles the crown. The 
brim has an interesting upward 
swing at the sides. The straighter 
which it is placed on the head the 
more effective it becomes. A slight 
forward tilt also will enhance its 
charm, 


By way of. being a bit contrary 
the little hat below in the panel 
is so small it is only half a hat. 
From the front it looks authentic 
but when you see the back you 
see that this shrinking example of 
new headgear simply cuzils up.

Acquiring Good Posture

ARTICLE FIVE. 


N the preceding article, we gave 
[yu the exercises to keep the 

body lithe and smooth. But as 
important as these is posture. Don’t 
try to remember “Chin in;- chest 
out”... (which is wrong, any- 
way). But do keep in your mind 
a vision of how you look when you 
walk. Think about a Balinese wom- 
an with a basket of fruit on her 
head. She glides; her chin is up; 
her shoulders are relaxed but never 
drooping; her chest is high and 
she is not self-conscious about it. 
You see that we’re back where we 
started “The first step is 
to think how you'd rather look.” 

And since good feet are the basis 
of poise, as anyone over 20 will 
tell you, let’s do an exercise or 
two for healthy feet. 

Here’s one to do in the subway 
or sitting out a dance: One foot 
at a time, make a circle in the air 
with your pointed toe... as large 
a circle as possible, so that you 
feel the pull in the arch of your 
foot and in your ankle. (You un- 
derstand, of course, that you are to 
do this sitting and that only the 
most observant bystander will 
know that you are improving each 
shining hour.) 

This one must be done on your 
toes, and is recommended to while 
away the hours while you wait 
for the traffic light to change: 
it’s nothing more than rising up 
and down on your toes. You might 
try it first as a business tycoon; 
this will be slowly, and (figura- 
tively speaking) with a cigar in 
your mouth, And now, as a ballet 
girl. You are lighter and faster. 

Anything we say about feet must 
include the fit of your shoes and 
stockings. It is of utmost impor- 
tance that you buy good shoes, 
from the very beginning, and most 
of all, you must buy shoes that are 
large enough. It is well to go 
back to the same salesman, once 
you have found a good one, and 


keep him interested in seeing that 
you don’t walk out with the wrong 
pair of shoes. Shoes must fit in 
length, width and in the middle, 
or arch, of your foot, so that you 
have the proper support.

We recommend an expert corset- 
fere also because she won't let you 
buy a girdle fpo small. She'll ex- 
plain that it is not only injurious 
to your “organs,” but that all the 
fat you thing you are hiding will 
ooze right over the top-and look 
worse, 

Finally, we urge you to go to an 
expert because the best costs no 
more. There are inexpensive gir- 
dles in all good lines, and there 
are several types made especially 
for young figures. We urge you 
to buy two of these and wash one 
of them every week.
